IN FROM THE COLD 


A N innovative pilot 
project that targets 
people at risk of sleeping 
rough has helped to 
prevent 79 people from ending 
up on the streets in its first year. 

‘No First Night Out’, which is 
run in partnership by Hackney 
and Tower Hamlets councils 
and the City of London, has now 
secured Government funding for 
another two years. 

The project uses known 
risk factors - such as losing a 
job or health problems - to 
identify those in need of 
targeted support. 

Once those at risk are 
identified, specialist officers 


work across public sector teams 
- as well as in health, legal and 
employment organisations - to 
give rapid, intensive support, 
such as mediation, emergency 
accommodation, or help to find 
accommodation in the private 
rented sector. 

It is predicted that the 79 
people it helped to find suitable 
housing would have gone on 
to sleep rough without the 
help of ‘No First Night Out’. 
Fourteen different organisations, 
including the Council’s housing 
needs service, Jobcentre Plus and 
Citizens Advice, were involved 
in referring people to the project 
in its first year. 


Cllr Rebecca Rennison, 
Cabinet Member for Finance 
and Housing Needs, said: “It is 
sadly too easy for many people 
to end up rough sleeping: they 
may have had to leave a family 
or a partner’s home, or they may 
have lost their tenancy due to 
rent arrears or a rent increase. 

“‘No First Night Out’ is a 
fantastic project that means 
we can look out for these risk 
factors and give people the 
intensive, targeted support they 
need to stop them from ending 
up on the streets.” 

Residents are being reminded 
to contact Street Link if they 
are concerned about someone 


they see sleeping rough in the 
cold winter months. Street Link 
enables the public to alert local 
authorities about people sleeping 
rough in their area.

Raising awareness 


H ackney marked 

London Living 
Wage week by 
raising a campaign 
flag over Hackney Town 
Hall for the first time 
earlier this month. 

The flag was hoisted by 
Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, on 6 November 
following a celebration 
event for London Living 
Wage employers in the 
borough. It remained 
above the Town Hall 
until 12 November. 

More than 30 local 
businesses attended the 
event held at Hackney 
Town Hall including 
employers which currently 
pay the London Living 
Wage and those aspiring to 
do so in the future. 

Dr Andrea Werner, 
from Middlesex Business 
School, spoke about how 
small and medium-sized 
enterprises can make the 
London Living Wage work 
for them, while staff from 
Citizens UK and the Living 
Wage Foundation were 
on hand to provide advice 
and guidance to those who 


wanted to find out more. 

The Council was 
formally accredited as 
a London Living Wage 
employer last year, 
cementing a long-standing 
commitment to pay the 
higher rate. 

This means that everyone 
working for the Council - 
regardless of whether they 
are permanent employees, 
temporary, part-time, 
agency, or apprentices 
over the age of 18 - is 
guaranteed to receive at 
least the London Living 
Wage. The Council also 
ensures that contractors are 
awarded the London Living 
Wage, so over 800 more 
people are now benefitting 
from this rate of pay. 

Mayor Glanville said: 
“I’m proud to represent 
an organisation that has 
been formally accredited 
as a London Living 
Wage employer. 

“It is very important to 
me that we lead by example 
and to ensure that everyone 
working for us, including 
our new apprentices, 
receives a fair salary to help

The new rate 

THE London Living Wage 
rate has been set at 
£10.20 per hour. 

This is higher than the 
National Minimum Wage 
of £5.60, which rises to 
£7.50, depending on age. 
The rates are calculated 
annually by the Resolution 
Foundation and overseen 
by the Living Wage 
Commission, based on the 
best available evidence 
about living standards 
in London and the UK. 
Employers choose to pay 
the Living Wage on a 
voluntary basis.

THE Government 
has instructed the 
Council to stop 
the fortnightly 
publication of 
Hackney Today 
from February 
next year. 

The Council 
received the legal 
direction from Sajid 
Javid, Secretary 
of State for 
Communities and 
Local Government, 
on 6 November and is currently considering its response. 
The national ‘Code of Recommended Practice on Local 
Authority Publicity’, published in 2011, states council 
newspapers should be published no more than quarterly. 
The Council continues to publish Hackney Today 
fortnightly because of two main reasons: saving money on 
advertising statutory notices, and wanting residents to be 
well informed about services, events and opportunities in 
the borough. 

The Council has a legal duty to publish statutory notices 
- such as proposed traffic measures and certain planning 
applications - in a newspaper. These are currently placed 
in Hackney Today. 

Producing Hackney Today on a quarterly basis and paying 
to advertise statutory notices in the local press would cost 
an estimated £100,000 more than current production 
costs. The local press also has a far lower circulation, 
meaning fewer people would see the information. 

Hackney Today focuses on stories about council services, 
initiatives and consultations, and community events and 
opportunities. It also provides space for local groups, 
charities and organisations to highlight their work. Much of 
this content is not covered in the local press. 

Residents have told the Council they value Hackney Today 
for these reasons, as well as its role in celebrating diversity 
and promoting community cohesion in the borough. 

It is particularly valued among older residents, 
disadvantaged groups, and people who have limited 
access to the internet and social media. 

The decision on how to respond to the Government’s 
direction is expected to be made at the Council’s Cabinet 
meeting on 18 December.

Mayor calls for roll-out of 
Universal Credit to be delayed 

THE Mayor of Hackney, 

Philip Glanville, 
has written to 
the Secretary of 
State for Work and 
Pensions calling on 
the Government to 
delay the roll-out of 
Universal Credit. 

It is due to go live in 
Hackney next June, 
but pilot schemes 
have resulted in 
‘well documented reports of vulnerable residents feeling 
confused and distressed, a significant spike in rent arrears 
and an increase in the use of food banks’. 

In the letter, Mayor Glanville goes on to raise concerns 
about the support available to recipients, as the Council 
will no longer be able to access the Department for Work 
and Pensions system to find out about residents’ claims 
and offer specific advice.

Drop planned rise in business 
rates, Council tells Chancellor 



THE Government has been urged to drop a planned rise 
in business rates and offer more support to those already 
struggling to manage the hikes rolled out this year. 

As a result of the Government’s revaluations, which 
went live in April, Hackney’s businesses experienced 
an average rateable value increase of 46 per cent, the 
largest in London and five times the England average. 

On top of this, the annual inflationary rise to business 
rates next April is expected to be 3.9 per cent, 
considerably higher than recent years. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
Planning, Business and Investment, said: 

“We urge the Chancellor to rethink the hike 
of 3.9 per cent and consider 
more the medium and long¬ 
term sustainability 
and growth of local 
businesses and 
economies.”

Prevent break- 

There are a few simple 
steps that residents can 
follow to prevent break-ins: 

•Don’t advertise goods. 
Always keep valuables like 
tablets and laptops out of 
sight from windows, keep 
bikes locked up if they’re 
stored in a communal area 
and store keys away from 
the letterbox 

• Help police identify stolen 


property by using a property 
marking kit and taking photos 

• Buy a safe or consider using 
other safe storage providers 

• Lock all windows and 
double lock doors when 
going out, even if it’s only 
a few minutes 

• Make homes look occupied: 
use timer lights when the 
nights get longer, and cancel 
deliveries if going away 


• Make sure locks on 
windows and doors are strong 
enough to keep burglars out 

• Keep gates, sheds and 
garages locked and don’t 
leave tools lying around as 
they can be used to break in 

• Keep hedges at the front low 
and install outside lighting 

• Install trellises and spiky 
plants to stop burglars from 
climbing over fences

I HAVEN’T always 
lived in the best 
neighbourhoods, but 
growing up, I was 
always able to be friends 
with everyone, get respect 
and not get involved in the 
bad stuff. And that’s all 
down to martial arts and 
the discipline it gave me,” 
says Michael Page. 

The kick boxer, karateka, 
super middleweight boxer 
and welterweight mixed 
martial artist was born in 
Paddington but moved to 
Hackney this year. 

“I love it,” he says. 
Adding: “It’s a really upbeat 
neighbourhood. There’s so 
much to entertain you. Plus, 
I’m a foodie, and Hackney 
is full of great food.” 

Not that he can always 
make the most of it. 

Because Michael ‘Venom’ 
Page has won 10 world 
championships in kick 
boxing, become one of the 
biggest names in mixed 
martial arts and this year 
added boxing to his 
stellar CV. Fighting at 
this level, he explains, 
involves ‘a full on, full¬ 
time schedule. If you 
want to take it to the next 
level, you’ve got to make 
sacrifices elsewhere: 
from what you eat, 
to your social life’. 

It’s a lifestyle he knows 
better than most. Both 
his parents were Kung Fu 
practitioners and by the 
age of three, Michael and 
his nine siblings were all 
enrolled in classes. 

He says: “We were

It was the late 1980s and: 
“Martial arts movies were 
the big thing, they were on 
every Friday night. 

“My whole family, 
uncle and aunts too, were 
all practicing traditional 
martial arts. My father 
trained all 10 children. 

“So, my first sparing 
partners were my brothers. 
My dad would say ‘you’re 
not brothers on the mat. 
But as soon as it’s over, I 
expect you to pick each 
other up’.” 

Today, he traces much

of his success to those 
early lessons in respect 
and discipline. 

He explains: “I was one 
of those kids with way 
too much energy. I tried 
every sport going: football, 
basketball, even skiing. I 
would never have been able 
to get a job that involved 


sitting behind a desk. But I 
had to learn how to channel 
all that activity.” 

Michael competed 
in his first kick boxing 
tournament at the age 
of five. By 13, he was 
entering adult kick boxing 
competitions, often 
training five hours a 


day, five days a week. 

The determination and 
sacrifices paid off. He was 
crowned British champion 
over 25 times. Fighting in 
the US, and across Europe. 

He says: “I got to travel 
all over the world, making 
amazing friendships with 
the men I would fight 
against, and it opened my 
eyes to all sorts of different 
cultures and experiences 
I never would have 
had otherwise.” 

In 2011, he decided 
to cross over into mixed 
martial arts, intensifying his 
regime and spending seven 
hours a day in the gym. 

His freestyle kick boxing 
style immediately drew 
attention, and soon he had 
built up an international 
reputation. 

Michael, however, is 
not the type to rest on 
his laurels. This year, he 
signed a three-year 15-fight 
contract with Hayemaker 
Ringstar - founded by 
boxing star David Haye 
and promoter Richard 
Schaefer - making his 
boxing debut in October 
and winning a technical 
knock-out in the third 
round. Oh, and he is now 
beginning to build a film 
career too. 

Where does he get his 
insatiable ambition? 

“The best way to start 
anything is to jump straight 
in,” he says. 

Adding: “That would be 
my advice to anyone with 
an ambition, whether it’s 
boxing or anything else. 

“Don’t wait speculating, 
just do. Be independent. 
Don’t worry about 
impressing others, don’t 
worry about how you 
might look and don’t feel 
like you have to be perfect. 

“Take that pressure 
off yourself, and trust 
the people around you 
to help you.” 

It’s certainly worked 
for him.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

• 1 tablespoon hot curry powder 
•1 tablespoon chilli powder 

• 1 tin coconut milk 

• 500g hake or other fish if preferred 
•500gbasmatirice 

• 50g coriander, finely sliced. 


Method 

•Place the sliced onions, brown mustard 
seeds, bay leaves, cumin seeds and 
cinnamon stick in a large pot and cook on 
a low heat until the onions are translucent 

•Add the butter and when the onions are 
caramelised, add the tomato puree, curry
